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Governor  addresses  drug  problem

Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  spoke  to 
140  chiefs  of  police  of 
Massachusetts  and  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  on  Wednesday  afternoon  in 
the  Lydon  Library  on  North 
Campus.  The  focus  of  the  discus¬ 
sion  was  his  new  drug  enforce¬ 
ment  program  aimed  at  the  state’s 
cities  and  counties  experiencing 
the  worst  drug  problems.  The 
cities  included  Brockton,  Boston, 
Springfield  and  Lawrence. 

“I  think  this  program  is  as 
strong  and  effective  as  anything 
we’ve  had  in  years,”  Dukakis 
said  in  a  press  conference  after 
meeting  with  police. 

“Drug  enforcement  must  be 
accompanied  by  education.  En¬ 
forcement  without  education  will 
fail.” 

He  stressed  that  such  education 
must  begin  in  second  and  third 
grade,  not  in  junior  high,  which 


he  feels  is  too  late  because  by  then 
many  children  have  already  been 
exposed  to  crack  and  other 
dangerous  drugs. 

Dukakis  expressed  his  ap¬ 
preciation  to  law  enforcement  of¬ 
ficials  including  former  Lt. 
Governor,  now  Senator,  John 
Kerry  and  Attorney  General 
James  Shannon.  “Crime  was 
down  14%  in  Massachusetts  last 
year.  Our  highway  fatalities  are 
also  down.”  According  to 
Dukakis,  much  crime  is  drug- 
related,  such  as  burglaries. 

Although  the  main  purpose  of 
this  press  conference  was  to 
discuss  the  further  details  of  the 
program,  the  conference  turned 
quickly  to  the  governor’s 
presidential  campaign. 

“How  do  you  balance  your  job 
as  governor  and  running  for 
president?”  he  was  asked. 
Dukakis  replied,  “Good  genes,” 


then,  more  seriously,  “I  spend  a 
lot  of  my  time  at  my  job  and  a  lot 
of  time  campaigning.  It’s  vey  im¬ 
portant  to  me  that  I  do  my  job. 
That  causes  considerable  anguish 
to  my  campaign  staff.” 

The  rest  of  the  conference  con¬ 
sisted  of  questions  about  Iowa, 
Richard  Gephardt  and  other 
topics  irrelevant  to  the  drug  en¬ 
forcement  program.  When  Con¬ 
nector  reporters  asked  Dukakis 
for  a  message  to  ULowell 
students,  he  said  that  he  hoped 
they  would  vote  for  him. 

Outside,  the  governor  was  met 
by  students  bearing  signs  pro¬ 
claiming  “Nuke  the  Duke”  and 
“Richard  Gephardt  for 
President”. 

After  the  conference,  an  open 
house  at  the  newly  renovated 
Campus  Police  Emergency  Com¬ 
munications  Center  was  held  in 
Ball  Hall.

Athletes  will  need  higher 
GPA’s 

Effective  August  1st,  1989, 
athletes  will  need  a  1.6 
cumulative  GPA  on  the  4.0 
scale  after  their  first  season  of 
competition.  After  the  second 
season,  student  athletes  must 
have  1.8s,  and  a  2.0  after  their 
third  and  subsequent  seasons. 
The  NCAA’s  Division  III, 
made  up  of  colleges  that  don’t 
offer  athletic  scholarships, 
voted  to  bar  memebers  from 
even  considering  athletic  abili¬ 
ty  when  putting  together  finan¬ 
cial  aid  packages  for  students, 
because  some  Division  III 
schools  give  athletes  unfair 
preference  when  awarding 
financial  aid.  Opponents  say 
athletic  ability  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  same  light  as 
musical  or  dramatic  talents 
when  packaging  financial  aid 
awards. 

In  one  of  the  less  successful 
reform  proposals,  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  schools  that  bring 
in  big  profits  from  bowl  games 
and  basketball  tournaments 
should  be  required  to  share 
with  less  fortunate  schools. 
The  proposal  was  met  with 
ridicule.  Among  those  against 
it  was  Georgetown  basketball 
coach  John  Thompson,  saying 
“You  folks  can  sit  here  and 
talk  about  revenue-sharing  all 
you  want.  But  all  the  money 
Georgetown  makes  should  go 
to  Georgetown.” 


President  Hogan  speaks  about  the  university

President  Hogan  spoke  to 
under  50  students  in  Cumnock 
Hall  last  Wednesday  at  1 1 :30.  He 
was  there  to  answer  their  ques¬ 
tions  and  concerns  about  the 
University  of  Lowell. 

The  first  concern  raised  was 
from  a  senior  who  was  worried 
about  not  being  able  to  graduate 
as  she  was  recieving  bills  for 
library  books  she  did  not  have. 
Hogan  apologized  for  the  new 
Vax  computer  bugs  but  he  stated 
that  they  should  now  be  all  work¬ 
ed  out. 


The  next  concern  was  that  the 
Economics  Department  is  going 
into  the  Liberal  Arts  area.  The 
student  compared  ULowell  as  the 
state  version  of  MIT.  At  MIT  the 
Economics  Dept,  is  in  the  Sloane 
School  of  Management  and  the 
student  thought  it  would  be  bet¬ 
ter  for  ULowell  to  put  its 
Economics  Dept,  into  the  School 
of  Management.  Hogan  gave 
some  background  into  the  depart¬ 
ments  and  tried  to  satisfy  the  stu¬ 
dent  with  the  explanation  of  our 
departmental  layout. 


The  third  point  brought  up  was 
the  expansion.  House  Bill  3010 
was  introduced  back  into  the  state 
legislature  in  the  later  part  of 
January  which  will  fund  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  ULowell  and  all  other 
state  schools.  Of  the  $320  million 
ULowell  is  expected  to  receive 
the  money  planned  for  aquisition 
of  the  mill  property,  updating  the 
physical  plant,  and  expansion  of 
the  North  Campus  library.  The 
first  physical  change  will  come 
within  a  few  weeks  when  con¬ 
struction  on  new  residence  space. 


ULowell  students  and  MASSPIRG 
help  push  drinking  water  bill  through 


MASSPIRG’s  Drinking  Water 
Testing  Bill  was  signed  into  law 
by  the  governor  over  the  winter 
vacation.  The  bill  was  the  prime 
focus  of  the  ULowell 
MASSPIRG  chapter  as  well  as 
the  29  other  student  chapters 
across  the  state. 

‘  ‘The  passage  of  this  bill  shows 
that  students  can  have  a  signifi¬ 
cant  effect  on  society”  said  Neal 
Drobenare,  MASSPIRG’s  cam¬ 
pus  organizer.  “The  students 
who  were  involved  in  this  project 
learned  how  to  lobby,  involve 
citizens  in  government  and  work 
with  the  media.  It  was  also  a  great 
internship  project  for  many.” 

“The  act  requires  the  state  to 
test  every  communities  water 
supplies  for  iq?  to  175  coo- 
lainsasts.  ”  said  B nan  Woods. 
MASSPIRCT  s  state  board 
representative. 

Presently  the  state  is  only  re¬ 
quired  to  test  for  22  out  of  200 
chemicals  that  have  been  found  in 
water  supplies  across  the  country’. 

The  Leukemia  causing 
chemicals  that  polluted  Woburn’s 
wells,  were  among  those  that 
previously  were  not  tested  for. 
The  bill  now  provides  for  testing 
that  could  have  prevented  any 
contamination. 

The  state  Dpartment  of  En¬ 
vironmental  Quality  Engineering 
will  be  required  to  test  all  com¬ 
munity  water  supplies  within  two 
years.  Each  town  would  be  tested 
for  an  additional  60-100 
chemicals  drawn  from  a  list  of 


Campus  officer 
to  lose  badge 

Disciplinary  action  against 
the  ULowell  police  officer  found 
guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct 
in  the  course  of  duty  will  in¬ 
clude  demotion  to  a 
maintenance  position  within  the 
university  following  a  three- 
week  unpaid  suspension, 
sources  indicate. 

Campus  officials  refuse  to 
confirm  or  deny  the  report, 
pending  the  officer’s  appeal. 

The  action  is  the  result  of  an 
internal  campus  investigation 
which  substantiated  witness’ 
written  reports  that  Officer 
Frederick  Shanahan,  a  six-year 
veteran  of  the  department,  had 
been  physically  and  verbally 
abusive  during  the  November  3 
arrest  of  a  student  on  a  charge 
of  assault  with  a  motor  vehicle. 

On  December  4  the  state 
declined  to  prosecute  the  stu¬ 
dent  on  the  charge,  citing  a  lack 
of  evidence. 


175.  “This  is  to  insure  that  the 
appropriate  tests  are  done  at  each 
site,  ’  ’  said  MASSPIRG  Issue  Co¬ 
ordinator  Mike  Tertes.  “That 
way  we  won’t  have  to  test  for  far¬ 
ming  pesticides  in  industrial  com¬ 
munities.” 

The  testing  would  be  conducted 
on  a  one  time  basis,  in  order  to 
fill  the  gap  left  by  the  phased-in 
approach  of  the  federal  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Act.  Last  year 
Congress  mandated  that  the  En¬ 
vironmental  Protection  Agency 
set  standards  and  begin  to  require 
testing  for  62  additional 
chemicals  by  1989  and  25  more 
by  1991. 

“Under  the  federal  law  it 
would  take  a  half  dozen  years 
before  all  the  towns  were  even 


tested  for  the  initial  62 
chemicals,”  said  Tertes.  “This  is 
too  long  to  wait.  We  and  the  other 
six  million  Massachusetts 
residents  need  to  know  and  have 
the  right  to  know,  much  sooner 
whether  our  water  supplies  are 
safe.” 

The  program  would  also  ad¬ 
dress  the  lead  testing  problem.  It 
includes  a  systematic  testing  for 
lead  in  different  neighborhoods 
and  communities.  Presently  water 
suppliers  are  only  required  to  test 
a  few  taps  in  their  communities 
for  lead.  Yet  lead  levels  may  vary 
greatly  from  neighborhood  to 
neighborhood  due  to  the  dif¬ 
ferences  in  pipes,  joints  and 
solders  used  in  houses  built  in  dif¬ 
fering  vears. 


600  beds,  to  be  located  behind 
Leach  and  Bourgeois  Halls 
begins.  The  new  dorm  will  be 
ready  to  house  students  in  the  fall 
semester  of  1989.

Hogan  said  that 
a  faculty  development  arena 
which  will  improve  teaching 
techniques  is  being  planned.  He 
could  not  go  into  specifics  due  to 
contract  talks  with  the  teaching 
union. 

The  fifth  concern  was  why 
ULowell  does  not  have  an  Irish 
Studies  Department.  In  the 
organization  of  the  university 
there  are  specific  wants.  “We 
will  not  go  into  some  programs 
deliberately,”  said  Hogan.  At 
that  time  Hogan  mentioned  the 
tuition  debates  that  will  be  going 
on  at  the  State  House  this  year. 
He  said  to  voice  your  opinions  to 
your  local  represenatives 

The  sixth  concern  was  brought 
up  by  a  freshman-  commuter 
parking.  There  are  3000  parking 
places  for  8000  non-resident 
students.  Some  of  this  can  be

(OCC)  officials,  worried  about 
protests,  have  called  off  a  cam¬ 
pus  cat  roundup  for  the  time 
being. 

Groundskeepers  halted  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  trap  and  remove  “hun¬ 
dreds”  of  stray  cats  living  around 
the  180-acre  campus  Jan.  23  after 
receiving  worried  calls  the  cats 
were  going  to  be  killed. 

A  woman  from  Concerned 
Animal  Lovers  of  Fulllerton, 
which  was  taking  custody  of  the 
caught  OCC  cats,  “told  me  that 
they  were  going  to  kill  them,” 
reported  Vera  Snyder,  a  campus 
security  guard  and  one  of  the 
worried  callers. 


Animal  Lovers  said  the  group

planned  to  put  the  cats  up  for 
adoption,  though  some  would 
“gently  and  humanely  (be)  put  to 
sleep.” 

“Hundreds”  of  the  creatures 
have  lived  around  the  campus  for 
“generations,”  OCC  chief 
groundskeeper  Cliff  Travioli 
said.  Some  are  wild  and  some  are 


pus  residents. 

Some  are  so  well-fed,  Travioli 
added,  that  “we  couldn’t  trap 
many  of  them”  in  devices  baited 
with  fish. 

Travioli  said  he  was  responding 
to  complaints  the  hordes  of  cats 
are  a  nuisance,  foul  sandboxes  at 
the  campus  day  care  center  and 
cause  a  health  hazard  by  strew¬ 
ing  around  campus  the  garbage 
on  which  many  of  them  feed.

As  the  youngest  son  of  a  fien¬ 
dishly  talented  father,  he  aban¬ 
doned  the  German  fatherland  and 

the  Lutheran  religion  for  Italy  and 
Cathoicism  and  changed  his  name 
to  Giovanni.  WTien  he  got  to  Lon¬ 
don.  he  became  Mr.  John  Bach, 
calling  himself  “a  Saxon  Master 
of  Music.  ’  ’  For  over  a  decade,  he 
reigned  supreme  on  the  operatic 
stage  —  an  area  of  composition 
which  his  father  held  in  contempt.

of  Lent.  At  the  Ash  Wednesday 
service  (Fox  608B,  6:00  pm)  the 
imposition  of  ashes  will  be 
available  for  those  who  desire  to 
receive  this  symbol  of  mortality, 
dependence  upon  God,  repen¬ 
tance,  and  renewal.  Yes,  ashes 
can  be  a  sign  of  cleansing  and 
renewal  as  well  as  a  sign  of 
desolation  and  repentance:  Did 
you  know  that  ashes  were  once 
used  as  a  cleansing  agent  in  the 
absence  of  soap?  The  ashes  on 
Ash  Wednesday  have  thus  been 
sometimes  understood  to  be  a 
penitential  substitute  for  water  as 
a  sign  of  Baptism.  And  for  cen¬ 
turies  farmers  have  customarily 
burned  the  fields  in  the  spring  to 
get  rid  of  the  old  and  to  prepare 
for  the  new.  (The  month  of 
February  itself  is  named  for 
Februarius,  the  ancient  Roman 
feast  of  purification  and 
cleansing.) 

When  you  think  of  the  season 
of  Lent,  what  thoughts  come  to 
mind?  Do  you  think  primarily  of 
“giving  up  something"  - 

especially  something  that’s 
desirable?  I  think  that  it's  good  to 


be  reminded  occasionally  that  the 
word  “Lent”  comes  from  an 
Anglo-Saxon  word  meaning 
“springtime.”  Lent  can  thus  be 
understood  as  a  time  of  “spring 
planting”,  a  time  for  spiritual 
preparation,  planting,  and 
growth.  The  40  days  of  lent  (ex¬ 
cluding  Sundays  which  are 
always  feast  days  celebrating  the 
resurrection)  can  be  a  time  for  us 
to  focus  on  images  of  rebirth  and 
renewal  in  preparation  for  Easter. 
Sometimes  these  images  can  be 
especially  helpful  to  us  when  we 
are  feeling  stuck  in  a  relationahip* 
in  a  job,  or  responsibilities. 
Remember,  there  is  resurrection!

By  now  there  can  be  no  one  left  who  has  not  felt  the 
rath  of  the  new  Vax  computer  system.  To  each  of  us  the 
Vax  has  been  the  source  of  at  least  one  if  not  more  pro¬ 
blems.  It  could  have  meant  being  re-billed  for  something 
you  have  already  paid  for,  or  charged  for  that  which  you 
never  should  have  been.  Perhaps  it  was  something  quite 
minor.  Like  being  suspended  from  the  university  when 
you  were  actually  in  good  standing. 

These  situations  become  quite  trivial.  They  are  easily 
solved  with  a  few  keystrokes/!?!).  A  far  more  serious  pro¬ 
blem  exists  with  the  distribution  of  financial  aid  monies. 
An  unknown  number  of  students  have  not  yet  received 
their  funds  for  first  semester.  These  dollars  were  not  just 
for  tuition  but  for  books,  rent  and  food. 

Administrators  have  described  the  situation  as  immoral 
and  embarrassing.  There  is  nothing  to  be  done  that  will 
compensate  those  who  have  gone  without  for  so  long.

The  question  to  those  responsible  for  this  is,  how  quick¬ 
ly  could  the  situation  be  solved  if  each  student  withheld 
paying  their  bills? 

Who  needs  seat  belts,  anyways? 


Recently,  a  19  year  old  man, 
Joseph  Patch,  from  Tewksbury  was 
fatally  injured  when  he  fell  asleep 
behind  the  wheel  of  the  sanding  truck 
he  was  operating  and  the  truck  roll¬ 
ed  over.  Police  records  indicate  that 
had  he  been  wearing  a  seat  belt,  he 
would  be  alive  today.  Tragedies  such 
as  this  are  unnecessary. 

Modem  motor  vehicles  are  equip¬ 
ped  with  passenger  restraint  systems, 
whether  manual  or  automatic.  It  is  as¬ 
tounding  to  realize  that  only  25-30% 
of  the  population  use  a  device  which 
cofold  save  their  lives. 

Why  are  people  so  reluctant  to  use 
them?  Many  complain  that  they  are 
uncomfortable,  that  they'd  rather  be 
thrown  clear  of  the  car,  that  the  car 
might  blow  up  or  become  submerg¬ 
ed,  and  that  they  don’t  like  being  told 
what  to  do  (even  though  the  law  was 
repealed).  Most  of  these  comments 
are  groundless  or  corrective. 

On  average,  seatbelts  can  be  fasten¬ 
ed  in  three  seconds.  If  worn  proper¬ 
ly  (over  hipbones  and  shoulder  bones 
-  as  bones  absorb  pressure  -  flab 
doesn’t),  seat  belts  are  snug  but  un¬ 
binding  and  help  you  sit  up  straight 
for  better  maneuvering  of  the  car  and 
alertness.  Modern  technology  allows 
for  free  movement  until  the  car  is 
forced  to  stop  either  because  of  im¬ 
pact  or  severe  brake  usage. 

As  for  being  in  a  burning  car,  when 
was  the  last  time  someone  planted  a 
bomb  in  your  car  -  remember  this 
isn’t  the  Mid-East.  Have  you  ever 
really  seen  one  blow  up  (besides  on 
TV)?  For  beginners,  it’s  quite  rare.

By  not 
wearing  a  belt,  you’re  probably  either 
dead  or  unconscious  from  hitting 
everything  (or  everything  hitting  you) 
so  it  really  doesn’t  matter  -  does  it?

scared,  but  alert  and  able  to  escape 
before  the  explosion. 

Now,  about  doing  the  high-cliff 
dive.  How  often  are  you  on  a  water¬ 
crossing  bridge  with  low  fences? 
Remember  they  made  high  first  to 
prevent  this,  and  second  to  help  pre¬ 
vent  suicides.  Okay,  so  you’re  ready 
to  take  the  Nestea  plunge.  But  wait, 
a  vision  flashes  before  your  eyes.  It’s 
the  kitchen  sink.  Remember  how  the 
orange  juice  jug  doesn’t  sink  when 
you  throw  it  in  the  water  but  does 
when  you  place  it  in?  Weil,  pretend 
your  car  is  the  orange  juice  jug.  It  will 
hit  the  water  surface  hard,  and  then 
pop  up  again  (think  of  the  old  space 
capsules).  By  coming  up,  you  have 
enough  air  in  the  cabin  to  get  your 
act  together  and  swim  out.  Only  if 
you  wore  your  seat  belt  though.

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To  the  Editor 

The  article  entitled  “Moderate¬ 
ly  aware  of  AIDS”,  from  the 
January  28,  1988  issue  of  The 
Connector ,  contains  some 
statements  that  are  false  and 
others  that  are  seriously  flawed 
and  misleading.  Conclusions  are 
inferred  from  the  poll  that  have 
no  basis  in  fact  and  others  that 
plainly  indicate  a  religious  and 
moral  bias.  In  fact  the  entire 
fourth  paragraph  is  a  hodgepodge 
of  convoluted  “facts”, 
misrepresentations  of  data  and 
alarming  prejudice  against  “less 
religious  people”. 

Firstly,  no  AIDS  cases  have 
ever  been  documented  where 
french  kissing  was  the  method  of 
transmission.  Although  the  virus 
has  been  shown  to  survive  in  a 
laboratory  dish  for  a  very  short 
period  of  time,  a  passionate  kiss 
has  never  been  known  to  transmit 
the  disease,  and  according  to 
some  exceptionally  reliable 
sources,  people  are  kissing  each 
other  passionately  day  and  night. 

The  article  goes  on  to  point  out 
that  “Students  who  described 
themselves  as  less  religious  were 
more  likely  to  be  knowledgeable 
about  AIDS.

Less 
religious  students  are  more  like¬ 
ly  to  obtain  AIDS  information 
from  reliable  sources  such  as  the 
National  Institute  of  Health  or  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
not  from  reading  church  bulletins 
or  listening  to  right-wing 
evangelists,  which,  by  the  way, 
provide  information  that  is  not 
very  reliable  or  even,  in  some 
cases,  truthful. 

One  conclusion  that  can  cer¬ 
tainly  be  deduced  from  this  poll 
is  that  those  people  who  are 
“more  religious”  know  less 
about  AIDS.  This  is  probably  true 
because  incessant  drivel  from 
religious  egos  tends  to  numb  the 
brain  making  it  susceptible  to 
brainwashing,  which  has  a 
remarkably  ignoble  history  of 
success,  even  in  this  century.

A n  Associate  Professor  of  Ger¬ 
man  and  Chairperson  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  and  Russian  Department  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts 
at  Boston.

Tax  time  has  come  once  again 
and  as  with  each  previous  tax 
return  I  have  been  eligible  to 
receive  all  taxes  that  have  been 
withheld.  But  laws  change  and  so 
is  the  case  this  year.  For  if  you 
as  an  individual  can  be  claimed  as 
a  dependent  on  someone  else’s 
tax  return,  you  may  be  subjected 
to  tax. 

Now  an  interesting  point  is  to 
be  made  here.  The  intent  of  this 
new  law  is  to,  and  if  I  may  quote, 
“to  help  reduce  the  tax  burden  on 
low-income  taxpayers”,  a 
reasonable  person  might  ask, 
“Isn’t  that  what  being  a  college 
student  is  all  about?”  How  can 
the  federal  government  justify 
taking  money  from  us  and  then 
tell  us  it  is  reducing  our  burden? 
It  is  in  my  judgement  that  I 
believe  this  new  law  is  contradic¬ 
tory.  I  understand  that  it  is 
necessary  to  make  certain 
changes  in  the  federal  tax  law  but 
at  what  cost  to  us?  Students  have 
a  hard  enough  time  making  ends 
meet  without  the  federal  govern¬ 


ment  reaching  in  and  taking 
money  that  we  worked  for  and 
hence  deserve. 

So  if  the  government  keeps 
passing  new  laws  that  infact  takes 
money  from  us,  how  will  we  ever 
get  ahead?  The  rich  keep  getting 
richer  at  our  expense.  I  have  gone 
to  Senator  Chester  Atkins  and  I 
have  made  a  formal  complaint.  I 
would  like  to  see  a  revision  of  this 
new  dependent  law  so  at  least  we 
will  get  what  we  deserve.  But  I 
need  your  support.  If  you  believe 
in  what  I  have  said,  contact  your 
Senator  as  I  have.

solved  by  commuting,  walking 
and  public  transportation.  “There 
is  no  honest  hope  to  cure  this  pro¬ 
blem  until  the  expansion,”  said 
Hogan.  The  expansion  plans  in¬ 
clude  three  parking  garages  to  be 
built  by  1995. 

President  Hogan  ended  the 
meeting  with  “if  you  had  a  magic 
wand  what  would  you  change  at 
ULowell”:  l)Call  classes  off  dur¬ 
ing  snow  storms.  Hogan  respond¬ 


ed  by  pointing  out  that  the 
accredidations  of  the  departments 
there  must  be  at  least  70  class 
days  per  semester.  Classes  will 
never  be  called  in  the  fall  if  you 
want  to  start  school  after  Labor 
Day  and  go  home  for  Christmas 
Eve.  There  is  a  chance  in  the 
spring,  though.

Both  teams 
were  extremely  anxious  to  play 
this  game,  so  excited  in  fact  that 
several  altercations  between 
players  of  both  teams  occurred 
regularly  throughout  the  game. 

The  first  period  seemed  to  last 
forever,  with  nothing  more  than, 
as  noted  earlier,  a  few  squabbles 
among  various  Chiefs  and 
Eagles  A  ccal  of  16  penalty 
mnruies  were  incurred  by  both 
r?arrts  daring  me  first  rer.cc  Tbe 
only  highlght  of  the  opener  was 
Chief  Bill  Dohaney  s  9th  goal  of 
the  season  (assisted  by  Tony 
X  2nd  Scott  Drevitch)  at 

11  of  the  first  period. 
Chiefs- 1,  Eagles -0  after  one 
period  of  play. 

BC  came  out  firing  in  the  se¬ 
cond  period,  with  captain  Dan 
Shea  scoring  with  only  14 
seconds  gone  in  the  period  to  tie 
the  score  at  1-1.  The  rest  of  the 


period  would  belong  to  the 
Skating  Chiefs.  Jeff  Flaherty 
knocked  home  a  Pascal  LaBrec- 
que  pass  to  give  the  Chiefs  a  2-1 
lead.  Then,  LoPilato  beat  Galup¬ 
po  only  20  seconds  later  (from 
Dohaney  and  Carl  Valimont)  to 
make  it  3-1  in  favor  of  the  Chiefs. 
At  6:55,  BC’s  Matt  Glennon  was 
nailed  w  ith  a  two-minute  late  hit 
penalty  backed  by  a  ten-minute 
major  misconduct  penalty  for 
fighting  (sorry,  I  cannot 
remember  with  which  Chief  he 
tangled).  Flaherty'  then  put 
himself  in  a  tie  w  ith  Craig  Char- 
ron  for  most  goals  scored  this 
season  when  he  knocked  a 
LaBrecque  rebound  past  Galup¬ 
po  before  you  could  say  *BC\ 
giving  the  Chiefs  a  commanding 
4-1  lead.  Near  the  end  of  the 
period,  Dohaney  was  hit  with  a 
tripping  penalty  that  would  cam 
over  to  the  start  of  the  third 
period-something  that  would 
prove  costly.  After  two:

With  a  man  up  to  start  the  third 
period,  BC  freshman  David  Em¬ 
ma  beat  Stein  only  48  seconds  in¬ 
to  the  period.
